The attempt to exterminate the Ma- 
dero family is credited to General 
Felix Diaz, who led the revolt in Mex- 
ico City that resulted in the over- 
throw of President Madero. The re- 
volt succeeded through the treachery 
of Huerta and Blanquet, Madero’s 
own generals. The first act of Diaz 
was to have Gustavo Madero killed, 
though the latter was a civilian. Now 
Former President Franciseo Madero 
and Former Vice President Suarez 
have been killed. Diaz is a nephew of 
Former Dictator Porfirio Diaz, who 
Was overthrown by Madero and who 
is now in Paris, Felix Diaz headed 
a revolt against Madero at Vera Cruz, 
but wes captured and eondemned to 
death Franciscg..

Fl Paso, Texas, February 23.—The 
kijling of Francisco Madero and Pino 
Suarez, respectively the deposed presi- 
dent and vice president of Mexico, has 
caused as much excitement along the 
border as did the Mexico City revolt. 

The federal volunteer troops, already 
atirred by the downfall of their form- 
er leader, threaten immediately to 
quit service, but to retain their arms. 
Their junction with the rebels has 
been feared since the revolution at 
the nationa] capital. Even the rebels 
appear aroused by the death of the 
man they sought so long to destroy. 

Since the killing of Gustavo Madero 
the rebels have been inclined toward 
leniency to the ex-president. They 
asserted that Madero’s worst self diec 
with Gustavo, Pino Suarez, however, 
was never popular in the north. 

I¢ Will InjJure Huerta.

Mexico City, February 23.—Heavy 
patrols were sent out tonight to guard 
the streets.

About fifty men, some afoot and some 
mounted, threw themselves upon the 
detachment guarding the cars and the 
exchange of shots lasted 20 minutes, 
when the attacking party fled.

TWO PILES OF STONES MARK

American battleships, the Cuban cruis- 
er and the Mexican warehips in the 
harbor all being in gala attire and 
firing salutes in honor of the great 
American.

and Saurez.

Consular reports received at the 
state department tonight indicated 
general adhesion to the Huerta regime 
at the City of Mexico, with the ex- 
ception of Chihuahua and Sonora, 
where the local situation does not 
seem to be wholly developed.

Mexico City, February 23,—<Already 
there are more military men occupy- 
ing public posta in Mexico than since 
the days ‘of Porfirio Diaz. General 
Frederic6 Garza is governor of the 
Federal district, and from Monterey 
comes the news that General Geronl- 
mo Trevino has been made governor 
of the state of Nuevo Leon, succeeding; 
Governor Villareal, father-in-law of 
the late Gustavo Madero, who re- 
signed. 

General Trevino was made goveronr 
by the legislature, and the war de- 
partment has granted him permission 
to accept the post. 

From Chihuahua newe has been fe- 
ceived that General Antonio Rabago 
probably will be governor of that 
state, succeeding Abraham Gonzales, 
an ardent. Maderista, who was arrest- 
ed last night. Gonzales formerly was 
minister of the interior. 

Only two states have falled to rec- 
ognize the new government, but at. 
the national palace a lively hope is 
expressed that the envoys sent to 
these states will be successful in ar- 
ranging for their adherence to the 
new regime. The reluctant governors 
are those in the states of Coahuila and 
Yucatan. Governor Maytorena, of the 
state of Sonora, is said to have tele- 
graphed the &overnment that he would 
recognize ° it. 

A number of groups of Zapatistas 
have notified the government of their 
willingness to end the war, and minor 
positions are being distributed among 
their leaders. Negotiations with 
Emiliand’ Zapata to come into the fold

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LOOKING TO THE FUTURE 
FOR ATLANTA’S WATER 


« . 
By B. M, Hall. 
About twenty years ago, when the move- 
ment was on foot for bullding the present 
waterworks, certain members of the city 


government were in favorsof securing a4 
water supply by gravity from the mountains 
of north Georgta, tnstead of pumping direct 
from the Chattahoochee river. Prominent 
among these were Colonel A. J. McBride and 
Judge George Hillyer, who, together. with 
many others, felt that an investigation for 
such a supply should be made before pro- 
ceeding with the installation of a pumping 
plant to take water locally from the Chatta- 
hoochee river. : 

It is my recollection that Colonel Mc- 
Bride introduced a resolution in council to 
employ an engineer to make surveys and 
estimates for a gravity supply, and that Mr,’ 


* J. C. Kirkpatrick, Mr. Inmat, Dr. Hutchinson, 


Mr. Harwell, Colonel James G. Woodward 
and others favored the resolution. It was 
adopted, and our’firm, the firm of Hall broth- 
ers, civil and mining engineers, was em- 
ployed. 

A committee on gravity water supply was 
appointed, with Judge Hillyer as chairman, 
and our report was made to him. I think 
he was also the regular chairman of the 
water board at that time. We made surveys 
for bringing water to Atlanta from Soque 
river, in Habersham county; from Amicalola 
river, in Dawson county, and from North 
Peachtree creek, in Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties. Our final conclusion was in favor of 
the Amicalola river, and we recommended it 
as a source of supply. 

We stated that it was a. pure lIimpid 
mountain stream running over bed rock and 
tumbling over precipices, fed by never- 
failing springs, hemmed in by rock cliffs 
and having very little land in its watershed 
capable of cultivation and no gold belts or 
placer mines to muddy the stream by sluic- 
ing. We found that the watershed above 
our proposed point of diversion was about 
40,000 acres of rough mountain land that 
could be purchased very cheaply, and that 
the water supply available was at least 
eighty million (80,000,000) gallons per 24 
hours. We found that our proposed point 
of diversion was 1,380 feet above sea level, 
which is about 400 feet higher than the sur- 
face of the present reservoir at Hemphill 
Station, in the city of Atlanta, and would 
give ample grade for a gravity aqueduct. 
Such a conduit would be not more than 84 
miles long, 70 miles of which could be 
located as an open canal on a uniform grade 
and could afterwards be concrete lined and 
covered. The air line distance is only 50 
miles, and a practical conduit can be located 
that is only 65 miles in length, but 84 miles 
would be a surface route without any tun- 
nels. ; 
At that time the Amicalola watershed 
could have been purchased for about $150,- 
000, and a gravity aqueduct of twenty mil- 
lion gallons daily capacity, consisting of 70 
miles of open unlined canal and 14 miles of 
riveted asphalt-coated steel piping could 
have been constructed for about . $850,000, 
making a total outlay of $1,000,000 for bring- 
ing the water into a reservoir located at the 
present site of the Hemphill reservoir, in 
this city. | 

The proposed canal would have been 
deep, narrow and swift, and in every way 
similar to the great mining eanals in Geor- 
gia and California, except that it would have 
been protected against the entrance of any 
surface water along its course. 

Such a canal is not an untried experi- 
ment. There are hundreds of them in the 
west, and several of importance in Georgia. 
The Yahoola canal, at Dahlonega, in Lump- 
kin county, Georgla, is 32 miles long, and 
conveys about sixteen milllon (16,000,000) 
gallons per twenty-four hours. It has been 
running regularly ever since 1868, and is in 
better condition now than when it was first 
constructed. It has no lining of any kink 

In our report for the gravity supply from 
Amicalola river we recommended the con- 
struction, at first, of an open, unlined canal, 
protected from the entrance of surface 
waters by side gutters and culverts. Such a 
canal, with twenty million gallons capacity, 
would have answered every purpose until a 
larger aqueduct was necessary. It was 
understood that finally a lined and closed 
aqueduct of eighty million gallons capacity 
would become necessary.\ Such an aqueduct 
would be much shorter, as it would include 
tunnels and cut-offs. It would, therefore, 
take a different route, and its construction 
would not interfere with the water supply 
delivered by the old canal. 

If Amicalola river had been adopted by 
the city of Atlanta as a water supply as 
above proposed, the city would have owned 
and controlled its watershed, and the entire 
water supply of that river above the point 
of diversion. There would have been legal 
questiohs to settle concerning the diversion 
of this stream, which belongs to the Coosa 
river watershed, and the final discharge of 
its waters into the Chattahoochee and Ocmul- 
gee rivers through the sewerage systéms of 


Atlanta. 

The city council decided that the legal 
questions involved would make the proposi- 
tion uncertain, or at least would cause con- 
siderable delay in getting an adequate 
water supply, the necessity for which was 
urgent. They, therefore, adopted the Chat- 
tahoochee river as a source of supply, and 
constructed the present waterworks. 

The above statement is. purely historical. 
It shows that, so far as engineering and 
physical features are concerned, Atlanta 
could have had and can still have a supply 
of water by gravity from an Isolated water- 
shed owned and controlled by the city. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Is spending $50,000,000 
in constructing a gravity aqueduct 250 miles 
long from Owens valley, and the work has 
been in progress séven years. New York 
city is bringing water from the Catskills, 
and San Francisco is preparing to get a sup- 
ply from Hechy valley. 

Atlanta is going to be a city of 500,000 
inhabitants inashort while. Ifa gravity sup- 
ply of pure water, from an area owned by the 
city, is ever going to be desirable, Amicalola 
river and the country narth of it ts the best

"WAS DEMETRIUS CZAR 
OR AN IMPOSTOR? 


Czar Ivan the Terrible of Russia had 
married seven or eight times, but the Greek 
church only recognized as lawful the chil- 
dren of one’s first four marriages. When 
died he left two sons,: Feodor and 
Demetrius. Feodor being the elder, succeeded 
his father, and the title of heir-apparent 
passed on to Demetrius. 

Feodor was a weakling, and left the gov- 
ernment of his country practically in the 
hands of Boris Godunof, nis brother-in-law. 
The dowager czarina, Maria Feodorowna, and 
the boy’s three uncles were assigned to 
watch over Demetrius. In 1591 young De- 
metrius, holding court at ten, had his little 
train of officers, who were sples for the 
regent. They took it upon themselves to 
inspire the young prince with a hatred for 
the ruler. 

As for Demetrius, he was plainly the 
child of.Ivan the Terrible, for nothing de- 
lighted him more than animal fighting. In 
mid-afternoon on the fifteenth of May, 1591, 
young Demetrius, whose mother had quitted 
him briefly, was playing with four boys, 
his pages and companions, in the palace yard, 
a vast enclosed place. He had strewn some 
nuts on the ground and was amusing him- 
self by stabbing them with a knife. Sud- 
denly, without the slightest outcry being’ 
heard, the nurse saw the boy writhing on 
the ground and bathed in his own blood. 
Running to him she saw that his throat was 
cut and the artery spouting. He expired as 
she arrived without gasping a word. 

Wild was the lamentations throughout 
Russia, 
sturdy youngster. Boris Godunof soon man- 
aged to get Feodor out of the way, and pro- 
claimed himself czar of Russia, and there 
was little doubt that the murder of the 
cZarowitch was a part of his scheme to clear 
his own way to the throne. 

The dowager ezarina, under the name of 
Marfa, was condemned to go into retirement 
in the St. Nicholas nunnery, and her two 
brothers, Michael and Gregory, were exiled 
from the capital to a distance of five hun- 
dred miles. Borfs also quickly silenced all 
who dared to hint that the alain child’s body 
had not borne any marked resemblance to 
Demetrius. bi -

At the close of the famine and plague 
which desolated Russia from 1601 to 1603 a 
rumor out”of the Lithuanian border spread 
itself with frightful rapidity through all the 
provinces, “The czarowitch murdered at 
Uglitch was alive, and hai been seen in 
Poland.” This Demetrius was now a youth 
of twenty-two, which would have been the 
age of the prince had he lived. He was not 
tall, but he had Ivan’'s broad shoulders, with 
his mother’s swarthy complexion. 

He had been living as a servant of Prince 
Adam Viszniowski, and he revealed his secret 
to a Jesuit priest when he believed he was 
dying. The priest seems to have kept silent 
for a time. The servant in a few weeks 
recovéred his health, but soon after, how- 
ever, the prince lost his temper at the youth, 
and with an oath, struck him. 


“If you knew who I was,” retorted the 
Servant, “you would not dare strike me or 
Swear at me. I am the Prince Demetrius, 
son of Ivan the Czar.” 

To back his claim he told how the man 
sent to murder him had slain a peasant 
child instead, and had carried Demetrius into 
Poland, where the lad grew to manhood as a 
servant. The man who had saved him was 
dead, but the youth added a bit of proof to 
the tale by exhibiting a jeweled seal bearing 
Demetrius’ crest and a diamond cross that 
had been his baptismal gift. 

At this the prince introduced him as the 
son of Ivan the Terrible, and the first time 
he came out under his title a Russian named 
Petrovski threw himself at his feet and pro- 
claimed that he clearly recognized the young 
master, and henceforth all doubts fled, and 
a court of noble Polanders ranged themselves 
around the lost prince. 

People were tired of the tyrannical Boris, 
and thousands flocked to Demetrius’ stand- 
ard when he marched across the frontiér> 
with a Polish army to claim his throne. The 
mother of the murdered czarowitch was 
brought from her convent-prison, and she 
declared that she could easily recognize him 
as her son. She admitted long afterwards 
that he was not her son, but that his prom- 
ise of freedom and wealth for her made her 
pretend to identify him. At any rate, 
Demetrius was crowned czar in June, 1605, 
and began his brief reign in a wise, just 
manner. But he soon showed that he was 
the friend of Poland, which infuriated Rus- 
sia, and when he married a Polish girl, this 
match was the lkast straw that broke his 
luck. 

Eleven months after he had been pro- 
claimed czar he was murdered, and his body 
was dragged through the streets of the capi- 
tal so that all might see what had been the 
fate of the young man who had claimed to 
be the son of Ivan the Terrible. There is no 
way of learning of the actual facts regard- 
ing this Russian mystery, and there are 
those who believe that it was nothing more 
than a plot on the part of a clever young 
Polander, but there are others who are of 
the opinion that he really was the young 
czarowitch who had been banished from his 
home country in order that his designing 
uncle could carry out his scheme of becom- 
ing the czar. : 


THE BASS DRUM - 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good O14 Siwish,.” 


The bass drum is an instrument for mak- 
ing condensed thunder, and is a necessary 
part of all brass bands. 

The bass drum is larger than the bass 
horn and sticks out more in front, making 
it more difficult to wear. In fact, it is the 
most difficult piece of wearing apparel in 
existence. A bright man can learn to play 
the bass 4rum in three lessons, but it takes 
him a year to learn how to wear it. Even 
&@ man with a meager Knowledge of music 
can read the score for the bass drum and 
can insert a bang into the melody at the 
psychological moment. But to learn how to 
do it while pushing the said drum down the 
street, beating up with it against a heavy 
wind, and turning a narrow corner with an 
automobile on one side and a street lamp 
on the other is a different matter. Very few 
bass drummists get into trouble from. play- 
ing off the key, but hundreds of amateurs, 
who have harnessed themselves to a drum 
as big as a voting precinct, have run into 
the solo cornetist from behind with the thing 
in the middle of a triple-tongue solo and 
have retired from the band by request. 

The bass drum consists of two large 
leather ‘heads’ stretched over ai cylinder 
shaped like a napkin ring magnified 1,000 
diameters. This produces a large reverberat- 
ing interior, and wher the head of the drum is 
caressed with a large-headed club, the out- 
put of sound is immense. The poorer the 
rest of the band is the harder th® bass 
drummist must work. Often a good bass 
drummist with a strong wrist can conceal 
the rest of the band from the public ear 
entirely—which accounts for the compar- 
ative safety of so many minstrel bands. 

The bass drum is seldom called upon to 
produce solos, yet those who have never seen

Inauguration of Wilson to 
Break Record for Crowd. 
Capital Gay With Bunting 
and Electrical Displays. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 23.—(Special.) 
Pennsylvania avenue is today lined 
with reviewing stands from the cap!- 
tol to the white house, and on Tuesday. 
week one of the most imposing Inau- 
gural parades that has ever traversed 
that historic thoroughfare will march 
in review before Woodrow Wilson and 
Thomas R. Marshall. 

The avenue will be gay with flags 
and bunting by day, and brilliant with 
festoons of lights by night, while over 
the city’ will be bursting bombs and 
Showers of stars and a flaming device 
of fireworks showing the features of 
the new president and vice president. 

The greatest crowd that ever assem- 
bled in Washington to honor a newly 
made president is expected, and the 
hotele are making heroic efforts to 
provide accommodations for the mutli- 
tudes of visitors. Armories are being 
put in shape to take care of visiting 
militia and garages and stables have 
had every foot of available space en- 
gaged for mounts and autos to be used 
in the parade. 

While the president-elect has urged 
that the entire ceremony be as simple 
as possible, the tnaugural committes 
has decided that “Jeffersonian sim- 
plicity” is no longer possible, and the 
abandonment of the inaugural ball is 
the only notable concession to the de- 
mand of the incoming president. 

Every effort has been made to insure 
a celebration that in point of numbers 
in the parade, in the decoration of the 
Streets, the night illumination and fire- 
works display, will be one of the most 
impressive ever held and one long to 
be remembered by tt 100,000 visitors. 

Wilson Arrivés March 3. 

Woodrow Wilson, the “man of the 
hour,” and his family, will leave 
Princeton the morning of March 3 on 
his momentous journey ‘to Washing- 
ton. A special escort of 1,000 Prince.- 
ton students will accompany the pres- 
ident-elect. They have chartered two 
special trains and a car in one of the 
trains will be turned over to Mr. Wil- 
son and his party. At the Union sta- 
tion in Washington the president-elect 
will be welcomed by a subcommittee 
of the reception committee, of which 
Thomas Nelson Page, the author, is 
chairman, and by the special joint eon- 
gressional committee. He will go to 
the Shoreham hotel, where he {s to 
be the guest of his cousin, John fF.

The extra session of the criminal 
division of the superior court of Ful- 
/ton county to be presided over this 
week and next by Judge W. E. Thomas, 
of the Valdosta circuit, has before it 
probably more cases of interest to At- 
lanta than has been on the docket for 
a year. 

The calendar includes the trial of 
eighteen near beer dealers for failure 
to pay state taxes, the extortion 
charges against H. J. Boswell and 
charges. against several others as a 
result of the grand jury's investigation 
of alleged fake arrests and “straw 
bonds.” Also on Tuesday J. A. Cope- 
land, aged confederate veteran, will 
80 to trial for the slaying of Roy 
Clark, a 19-year-old white boy whom 
he shot to death last November on 
the steps of a boarding house at 191 
Whitehall street.

| IMPORTANT DECISIO 
| BY THE SUPREME COUR 


' 
| Washington, February 23.—With the 
largest number of cases under consid-{ 
eration at any particular time in recent 
‘years the supreme court is expected to 
announce many decisiong upon recon- 
vening tomorrow after a three weeks’ 
recess. Exactly 155 cases are before 
the court for decision, including the 
forty-five state rate cases, the inter- 
mountain rate case, the newspaper pub- 
licity case, the white slave traffic 
cases, corporation tax suits and the 
California oii land cases. 

None of these cases is being awaited 
more impatiently than the state rate 
cases. They have been under consid- 
eration by the court to. a greater or 
less extent since October 13, 1910, when 
the Missouri rate cases were first ar- 
gued. All the cases were argued and 
taken under consideration as a group 
eleven months ago. Not only state 
freight rates, but state passenger rates 
in practically every state of the union 


exchange 
Eleven measures, all told, are sched- 
ulerd for consideration. These do not 
include the bill proposing to double 
the tax on transfers of stock which 
promises to be vigorously opposed. 
This measure was suggested to the 
governor by his committee of tnquiry 
as a “revenue raiser,’ but its oppo- 
nents declare it woulé lessen transac- 
tions in sécurities to wuch an extent 
that the expected additional revenue 
may not be produced. 
Sulzer’s Plan Opposed. 

New York, February 23.—The New 
York stock exchange is not a bank 
and does not pretend to exercise the 
privileges of a financial institution, 
powers which the bill pending in the 
legislature to incorporate it would ex- 
tend and powers which James B. Ma- 
bon, its president, considers dangerous, 
according to a statement which he is- 
sued tonight. Mr. Mabon outlines the 
objections of the exchange to the pro- 
posed law, which would make it a 
misdemeanor for any unincorporated 
association to provide an exchange 
room for the use of its members. 

“The purchase and sale of securities 
is a perfectly lawful business,” the 
statement says. 

“This bill recognizes it to be lawful 
and necessary and does not attempt 
in any way to regulate it or to restrict 
the right to engage in it. Men may 
buy and sell in offices or on street 
corners, or anywhere they happen to 
meet without restriction or supervis- 
ion, but if any number of them form 
an association and hire a common 
room in which the meet, this bill 
makes them guilty of a crime.”’ 

Mr. Mabon also objects to the pro- 
visions limiting the exchange’s pow- 
ers of dig§cipline by making its rules 
and by laf¥s subject to the ratification 
of the state superintendent of banks 
and making it obligatory upon _ the 
exchange to sell memberships at pub- 
lic auction thereby, he says, taking 
from the exchange its power of de- 
termining the personnel of its own 
body. He concludes with the state- 


ment: 

‘It may not be many years before 
the right of association, for which men 
have striven for generations, ‘will no 
longer exist in this country.” 


VITALITY IS SHOWN 
BY THE STEEL TRADE 


New York, February 23.-@The steel 
trade is full of vitality, and the rail- 
roads are still distributing equipment 
orders with a liberal hand. Last week 
the principal contracts came from the 
Norfolk and Western and the Interna- 
tional Great Northern, while the Penn- 
sylvania company put another cal] for 
bids on 6,500 cars, 

The Norfolk and Western distributed 
orders for 7,700 tons of bridge work, 
only 650 tons of which went to the 
American Bridge company. The same 
road contracted for a heavy tonnage 
of structural steel for 4,600 cars. 

The International Great Northern 
ordered 15,000 tons of rails, 2,000 cars 
and 10 locomotives. The Burlington 
is to have 25 locomotives constructed, 
while the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
gave an order for 20 and the Missouri 
Pacific for seven locomotives, 

Numerous small rail orders, aggre- 
gating 30,000 tons, were placed by 
railroads in the west. In the inter- 
national market, orders for 40,000 tons 
of rails went to foreign mills. The 
Carnegie Steel company is to furnish 
1.500 tons of structural steel plates 
and shapes and 10,000 tons of armor 
plates for the United States battle- 
ship Pennsylvania. 

Activity continued in 
steel for manufacturing plant exten- 
sions and for commercial buildings, 
contracts being closed for more than 
12,000 tons. The Otis Steel company, 
of Clevgland, is on the point of clos- 
ing a Tontract for its open hearth 
steel plant, requiring 12,000 tons of 
steel, with the American Bridge com- 
pany.

Golfer Will Endeavor 
To Drive the Pellet Over 
The Polo Grounds Fence 


New York, February 23.—in the esti- 

mation of a baseball player there is 
nothing that can be projected further 
than a hard hit ball. Even McGraw, 
who doesn’t suffer from many delu- 
sions, is confident of this. He doesn't 
see, for example, how a golf ball can 
travel farther than a baseball. No 
heavy hitter that has ever appeared at 
the polo grounds has been able to send 
a ball from the home plate over the 
center-field fence, and McGraw doesn't 
see how a golf player can accomplish 
the feat. He is so certain of- it that 
he is backing his judgment against 
that of an ambitious young golf player 
of this city. 
The longest hit on record in baseball 
is 419 feet and % inch, made by “Ed” 
Walsh. of the Chicago White Sox. This 
was accomplished by Walsh in fungo 
hitting, the technical term for knock- 
ing out flies. The longest golf drive 
on record is that made by William 
Horne, the English player, who sent 
the ball 388 yards, or 1,164 feet. It 
will be seen that there is considerable 
distance between the two records, and 
on the face of it McGraw appears to 
be a sure loser. 

But even to a golf player, who 
doesn’t measure distances the same as 
a baseball player, the sight of the far- 
off center-field fence at the Polo 
grounds might develop a mental hazard 
that would make it impossible for him 
to drive the ball over it. Horne, who 
is the longest driver tn the world, and 
who, incidentally, was the masked 
player at Van Courtlandt park last 
autumn, might do it on the first at- 
tempt. But golf playing is a contrary 
sort of thing. Unless a man is nerve- 
less he would be just as likely in try- 
ing to drive a ball the distance specified 
in this instance to bunt it down toward 
the pitcher’s box as he would to slam 
it over the fence. 

Golf players will watch the experi- 
ment with a good deal of interest. For 
the honor of the ancient and royal 
game they trust that the rising young 
player who has undertaken the task 
will not be off his game when he makes 
the attempt, for in that event McGraw 
and any others who happen to be pres- 
ent will learn what a golf club and a 
golf ball really are in addition to being 
just plain golf parapheraalia.

With Stallings at the Helm, 
Boston Braves Look Better 


BY HUGH 8. FULLERTON. 
(EDITOR’S NOTE—This is the fourth 
of a series of articles written by the 
world’s greatest baseball expert in 
diagnosing the strength of the major 
league clubs in advance of the pennant 
races.) ~ 


The Boston Braves are a ball club 
consisting of one ball player, one pitch- 
er and one manager—and don’t forget 
the manager. 

The Braves have just one chance to 
crawl out of eighth place and that '‘'s 
the new manager. They figure so close 
up now to Brooklyn and the disor- 
ganized and broken Cardinals that they 
have a chance to finish sixth, but it 
looks a scant chance. But write down 
now in your notebook that Boston will 
finish with at least 60 points better 
percentage than it did last year, and 
if 400 per cent doesn’t beat out either 
Brooklyn or St. Louis, or perhaps both 
of them, | miss my guess. 

The team at present is mere guess- 
work, and the only calculation possi- 
ble is on its present strength—and 
Manager Stallings. And now for an 
essay on Stallings. 

Personally there isn’t a man in base- 
ball I dislike and distrust as much as 
I do Stallings. But what a man may 
be personally doesn’t have much ef- 
fect upon what his ball ability may be, 
and Stallings is One of the best base- 
ball men in the business, and just the 
man, from that standpoint, to take the 
wrecked and broken Boston club and 
whip it into shape. 

Has Shown Well. 

Stallings handled Detroit well until 
there was a show down on the club 
that caused the president of the league 
to make libellous charges against 
Stallings and resulted in his quick dis- 
appearance from the league, Johnson 
declaring he never would be permitted 
to return. Evidently Frank § Farrell 
wasn't tipped off, and before Johnson 
knew what was coming off Farrell had 
tied himself up in a contract with 
Stallings and had made him manager 
in New York. There his methods were 
effective until some of the players re- 
belled against him and crippled the 
team. Then he went back to Buffalo 
and made That club play ball. Boston 
now has him—and he is just the maa 
necessary for the situation there, from 
the standpoint of creating a club. 

I believe Stallings can get more 
baseball out of a player than can al- 
most any man, and he knows the game 
backwards, even if he has the tendency 
to do considerable sharp work. He is 
an excellent judge of players and closa- 
ly In touch with the minor leagues, to 
which he must look for assistance. 

It looks to me as if Stallings. has 
little hope of doing much strengthening 
of his club just now. He has little 
money behind the club, is up against 
rival for 
business, and he cannot trade, because 
he has only two men‘ the others want. 
His chance is to make a couple of 
shrewd exchanges of his surplus play- 
ers for minor leaguers of promise or to 
claim out the players the other major 
league clubs want to send back. ex- 
pect Stallings to watch the requests for 
waivers closer than anything else this 
season and believe he knows more 
about the eastern minor leaguets espe- 
clally than any manager !n the busi- 
ness does. He has to pick up at least 
three over average regulars, a catcher, 
and a .500 per cent pitcher to have any 
claims to class above .400 per cent in 
the league. 

Hard Hitters. 

The Boston team is an odd one. It 
is a hard hitting team in spots and a 
better team really than {ft looked last 
season. It was compelled to keep hit- 
ting all the time to cover the weak- 
nesses of the pitchers, and a team 
that ts forced to hit at all stages can- 
not win. They had to score an average 
of five runs to a game to hope to win. 
and had to play that kind of baseball. 
With four even average pitchers the 
team would have been high up in the 
percentage column in spite of a lot of 
weaknesses in other spots. 

This season Boston js likely to be 
much harder to beat, and unter Stall- 
ings is certain to play a lot of im- 
proved baseball. The trouble resulting 
from the differences between owners 
has been eradicated, and the careless- 
ness and the slipshod and indifferent 
work that marked the team’s earlier 
course will be gone. It hasnt the 
strength to win any great percentage 
of its games, but it will push the other 
clubs harder, and woe betide any pitch- 
er who tries to loaf or save himself 
against the Braves. It is a team likely 
to beat the best pitcher in the world 
at agy time, and just as likely to lose 
to a weak club with a bad pitcher on 
the slab—which makes it an interest- 
ing team to study. 

Sweeney the Star. 

The ball player of the team is Swee- 
ney, Perhaps the ranking second base- 
man of the country on his season's 
work. He is a wonderful man, and had 
it been his fortune to be with a good 
club he wouldebe one of the famous 
heroes of the decade. He hit .344 last 
year, drew a whole lot of bases on 
balls, got hit often, stole thirty-seven 
bases, made thirty-three sacrifice hits, 
and, while not at the top of the second 
whasemen, was one of the best defensive 
players in the country. He tries for 
Peverything and hustles, winning or los- 
ing. Oddly enough, he has been handi- 
capped by the dislike of some ‘of the 
players on the team in the past, pos- 
sibly because he was a friend of Herzog 
when Herzog was in Boston, but most 
of those who did not like him are gone. 

The real cause of Boston’s failure to 
win last season was t@at it tried to 
win by sheer hitting. The team rank- 
ed fourth in team-hitting and was a 
rank last in base running, proving that 
it was striving to pound out its vic- 
tories without recourse to running or 
sacrifice hitting. Some, perhaps, will 
not understand how greatly this affects 
a ball club. Under teady hitting 
attack usuallly three hits are required 
to score a run, where by the sacrifice 
system, a hit, a sacrifice and another 
hit, a hit, a steal and a hit count the 
run. 

The chances of three safe hits coming 
in succession are vastly fewer than for 
a hit, a sacrifice, and a hit to come in 
sequence. With a team last in bases 
on balls and far down in sacrifice hit- 


ting, Boston was almost hopeless. Yet

Hess 
is a good pitcher, and after being 
tried and found wanting four times by 
major league clubs he returned to Bos- 
ton and worked well, considering the 
handicap. He needs a lot better sup- 
port than he was accorded last season 
to do much winning, and is likely to 
get it through the change of system 
Stallings undoubtedly will make. 

Hub Perdue, who once was a prom- 
ising find with the Chicago Cubs, after 
going back to the Southern, discovered 
a spit ball and he made the National 
league clubs fear him last season. His 
spit ball worked effectively at times, 
and according to the new system of 
scoring the pitchers’ standing, not by 
games won and lost, but by the num- 
ber of runs the opponents scored, he 
led the Boston pitchers. Perdue, prop- 
erly supported and encouraged, ought 
to win about .550 per cent of the 
games he pitches. Tyler ought to win 
.600 per cent, and Hess almost break 
even. Donnelly and Dickson of last 
year’s staff scarcely are of class worth 
Keeping. 

The infield does not promise much. 
Houser, the probable first baseman, Is 
not a good ball player, nor even one 
who is improvihie. He can hit fairly 
well, but is awkward and uncouth 
around first base, and not worth much 
in other departments. I rather think 
that after he sees them in action Stal- 
lings will send Arthur Devlin, the vet- 
eran formerly with New York, to first 
and get a lot of sense and experience 
over there. Sweeney of course will

McKechnie from St. Paul, touted as the 
fastest and best shortstop of the asso- 
ciation, or Maranville, who was secured 
from New Bedford last fall and given 
a good tryout.

The team was recruited mostly from 
the northwest and outside of Stroud 
from Seattle doesn’t seem to have 
found much, although Gervais from 
Vancouver is well spoken of. I under- 
stand this one is not to be brougey 
east. Schultz from Akron looks fair, 
and Cooper, an outfielder from Fort 
Worth, looks most promising among 
the others. Cooper hit .267 and stole 
twenty-four bases in the Texas, yet I 
am told he ts a better ball player than 
Metz, who led the league in hitting, 
swatting .323, and made twenty-one 
home runs.

Substitute charter, have been shifted | 
to a movement to make the strongest 
fight when the charter reaches council. 

The opponents of the charter framed 
by Messrs. John E. McClelland, John 8. 
Candler and Charles T. Hopkins, will 
bend their energies during the coming 
week in an effort to organize against 
the new charter movement. The Ash- 
ley amendment which disqualifies the 
mayor and present council to serve 
during the first two year# under the 
charter, will not be offered when the 
committee of twenty-five meets. It is 
understood that Councilman Claude L, 
Ashley, the fourth ward member, who 
drew the amendment, will hold it in 
abeyance until council meets. 

Defeat Would Be Disastrous. 

The amendment is conceded to be one 
of the strongest weapons in the hands 
of the opponents of the charter,, and 
its defeat before the committee would 
be digastrous to the cause. 

Mayor James G. Woodward, leader of 
the charter reformers, says that the 
Ashley amendment will be defeated be- 
fore the committee of twenty-five in 
the event it is offered. 


“T have not decidud what I will do 
with my amendment,” Councilman Ash- 


ley explained Sunday night. “I want 
it understood that I am not fighting 
charter revision. I think Atlanta 
should have a new charter, and I 
would be willing to sacrifice the posi- 
tion I occupy in council if such sacri- 
fice can increase the efficiency of the 


city government.” 

Counilman Ashley said that he op- 
posed the charter, because he did not 
believe it just and proper to give six 
men the power to administer the af- 
fairs of the city. 

Advocates of the substitute charter 
say that it is better in many respects 
to the charter proposed by the commit- 
tee of three and adopted by the com- 
mittee of seven. One member was 
asked in what respect the charter im- 
proved the original. He said: 

“Oh, it still retains the adminis- 
trative and legislative features, cuts 
down the board to six, and provides 
for a new method of carrying out pub- 
lic improvements.” 

Pianned Defeat of Charter. 

According to information that has 
leaked from the ranks of those who 
have been planning the substitute 
charter, the scheme to present the 
eharter to the committee of twenty-five 
Was never seriously considered. The 
plan was to let the McCléelland-Candler- 
Hopkins charter rock along under fire 
of the committee of twenty-five, and 
after patching it with amendments to 
make it conflict with the constitutional 
and franchise rights of the city, bring 
about defeat in council. 

Now, the antis are undecided on 
what the first move will be, but it 
has been definitely decided that the 
strongest fight will be made in council. 
Members of the mayor's committee who 
are absolutely against commission gov- 
ernment, have not been asked to join 
the movement to fight the committeé’s 
charter. 

Councilman Ashley said ldst night 
that he had not been asked to join the 
movement against the charter. He de- 
clared that he would not join sides in 
the fight, ut would act in accordance 
with his views.

The Result of Planting Inferior Varieties of Seed, 
Breeding Scrub Livestock and Using Poor Implements 


The article in a recent number of 
The Tri-Weekly is bearing fruit, judg- 
ing from the tone of inquiries since 


received to learning opinion as to best 
varieties of corn,and cotton and of 
whom to order the same. Inquirers 
should bear in mind that it is not 
permitted to answer these requests for 
information in The Tri-Weekly. That 
would be unfair to advertisers, unfair 
to seed sellers and growers of seeds 
for sale and unfair to the business 
management of the paper. 

But so impressed am I in regard 
to the vital importance of planting 
sound, pure seed of the best and most 
productive varieties that I canont for- 
bear a few lines more, and ever and 
anon, on the subject. The comparison 
made in the article, “The Very Best 
Seed,”” between the results of 20 years’ 
cotton planting of two farmers, each 
Planting 100 acres of precisely similar 
land, with precisely the sa fertil- 
izers in amount and quality, with pre- 
cisely the same preparation and culti- 
vation and each enjoying exactly the 
Same weather conditions, was perfect- 
ly fair and just—the only difference 
between the two being that one farm- 
er planted every year of the 20 only 
the best seed obtaindble, while the oth- 
er farmer planted only the poorest of 
those entered in the competitive test 
of varieties conducted by the Georgia 
experiment station. Did you read the 
article? If not, get the paper (Feb- 
ruary 4) and read it. If you did read, 
read it again. 

The two farmers were supposed to 
compete with each other—one planting 
the best seed and the other only or- 
dinary—for ten consecutive years, ev- 
ery other condition that could, by any 
possibility affect the result, being pre- 
cisely the same, 

The farmer planting the best seed 
made, everv year (on the average) on 
his 100 acres an excess over his less 
Progressive neighbor of $2,000 totaling 
in the 10 years $20,000. 

This excess of $20,000 would enable 
the more progressive and wideawake 
farmer to buy out his neighbor’s 100 
acres at $50 per acre ($5,000) and have 
$15,000 left. 

Practically the same or similar re- 
sults would be possible and probable 
in regard to planting corn. The -ex- 
periment station tests of corn showed 
an average difference during the 10 
years’ test of near $11 worth of corn 
(at 80 cents per bushel) to say noth- 
ing of the fodder or stover, amvuunt- 
ing in the course of 10 years to 110 
bushels per acre, or 11,000 bushels on 
100 acres. Put this at 80 cents per 
bushel and the amount for 10 years 
would be $8,800. 

Now this difference of $20,000 worth 
of cotton from 100 acres, and $8,800 
worth of corn from another 100 acres 
is in the nature of a premium given 
to the farmer who believes fully in 
high-grade varieties of cotton and 
corn and heartily and unfailingly prac- 
ticés according to his belief. This 
difference may measure the difference 
between success and failure in farm- 


farmers of whom it may be said: “One 
+g | thou lackest, viz; good seed of 
the best varieties; go feed your seed 
corn to the pigs and get the best there 
is in the land” 

And, by the way, the argument— 
and the proofs are possible—lies also 
against the practice of breeding scrub 
cattle, scrub hogs, scrub chickens, 
scrub live stock of every kind. It Is 
also as pertinent against the use of 
poor plows, harrows, cultivators. A 
g00d plowman, with a good 2-horse 
Plow and @ 24-hundred-pound team 
may do three times as much In a day 
—aye, four times—in area, depth and 
quality of work, as will a por plowman 
with a twister and one 800-pound 
mule. I gaw a display advertisement 
in an agricultural journal that comes 
regularly to my desk, representing a 
gasoline traction motor pulling 12 12- 
inch plows. The unique statement was 
made that in order to plow as large 
an area in oné day by a one-man and 
2-horse plow (to say nothing of depth 
and quality) the man and horses would 
have to travel at the rate of 30 miles 
an hour. I think the statement a very 
moderate one, for it allows 2% miles 
per hour ag the ordinary speed of a 
plow horse, but I would want to ride 
if guiding that 30 miles per hour 
team!

FERTILIZER FOR CORN AND COT. 
TON ON FRESH LAND. 

A. A. Rose, The Rock, Ga.—l1. I have 
& new ground cultivated’ for the first 
time last year in cotton. I want to 
know what sort (analysis) of fertilizer 
to use this year for cotton and also for 
corn on the same land. It was origi- 
nal woods, oak, hickory and some pine. 
The land is neither red nor gray, but I 
presume what you would call mulatto 
land, though when it is wet has a choc- 
Olate color, red clay sub-soil What 
formulas would you recommend for cot- 
ton or eorn? 

I have also another piece of land five 
Or six years from the stump, the same 
kind as the second year new ground. 
beh the same formula answer for 

at? 

The older land was in corn last year 
and will be in cotton this. I want to 
use @ liberal supply, not less than 500 
to 700 pounds per acre, though I will 
not use this much on the second-year 
ground, for the reason it is rather 
rough and stumpy yet, and I do not 
think It would pay mé to use over 300 
or 400 pounds on that. 

Ansawer—l. On the second year's land 
(in cotton) you should use a ready- 
made or a home-mixed guano rather 
low in nitrogen and potash, say, one 
analyzing about 10-—-1—1 if you shall 
use no more than 200 or 300 pounds 
|} per acre, But if you intend to fer- 
| tilize liberally. say 600 pounds and up- 
| ward per acre, I would get a guano 
‘that would analyze about 10—2—2. For 
corn suggest a guano of about 10—3—1 
| on the second year land. 

2. On the five to six-year land you 

| might increase the nitrogen or a guano 
that would analyze 10——3—2 and for 
| corn 10—4——-2. If intending to fertilize 
|highly then use the standard 10-——5—2 
| for corn. The more liberal the amount

Acid phosphate, 14 per cent.. 
(or 875 lbs. if 16 per cent.) 
Cotton seed meal 
Kainit

2,300 Ibs. 


In this I have modified the formula 
as suggested in the paragraph “modifi- 
cation” in the article referred to, sub- 
stituting 600 pounds of Kainit in place 
of the 100 pounds of muriate of pot- 
ash. If it shall be a good year, you 
will not fall far short of 1,200 pounds 
per acre. Seven hundred pounds may 
appear heavy, but the substitution of 
kainit in large quantity (to prevent 
rust), for the muriate necessarily re- 
duces the grade of the mixture. 

You should rotate crops. Sow a 
cover crop (say, rye) in the cotton 
fields in September (say, % bushel per 
acre) and cultivate it in. Turn under 
the rye in March and plant in corn, 
using 300 to 400 pounds of formula 
No. 1. Plant peas in the corn. Sow in 
oats in October in open furrows, Fol- 
low the oats (which should be libéal- 
ly fertilized with formula No. 3) with 
cowpeas fertilized with formula No. 4, 
and make hay of the vines. Sow the 
pea stubble in September with vetch, 
or Crimson clover, or rye again, and 
plant in cotton again the following 
year. This constitutes a three-year 
rotation—(1) cotton, (2) corn and peas, 
(3) oats and peas. Prepare well, fertil- 
ize liberally, cultivate well and plant 
only the best varieties of corn, cotton, 
etc. Your suggested plan is not under- 
stood—too indefinite. 


HOG “DOWN IN THE LOINS.” 

Jesse Manning, Deatsville, Ala.—Dear 
Sir: I have a sick hog. and would like 
to know what to do for her. I had one 
to die in just such a fix. and I have 
done everything I could for her. The 
one that died got where she could not 
walk and would not eat. She could 
raise up on front feet some time before 
she died. The one sick now can walk, 
yet she seems like her feet are sore; 
walks just lke she is stiff, all drawn 
up and hair don’t. look right. 

Answer—The symptoms, as describ- 
ed, of the hog that died indicate that it 
had what is known in the books as 
paraplegia, commonly called “down-in- 
the-loins,” which is a form of paraly- 
sis (of the hind parts). The one that 
is not yet down Is probably afflicted 
with same disease. Treat as follows: 
Give at once 1 ounce of castor oll and 
1 or 2 drops of croton oil in it. As 
soon as the oil operates give 8 or 10 
grains of iodide of potassium‘ three 
times a day in the drinking water, or 
put itin a little water and give it with 
a spoon. In three days if not im- 
proved, 2 or 3 drops of fluid extract 
of nux vomica and from 10 to 15 drops 
oil of gautheria in a tablespoonful of 
sweet oi] three times a day. Also 
rub the loins and back:.and hips once 
a day with a little compound soap lini- 
ment. You may possibly relieve this 
case by careful treatment and good 
shelter, but not certainly. 


PERMANENT INDURATION OF 
i: UDDER OF COW. 

J. A. West, Ovelt, Miss.—I have a 
cow suckling her third calf. With her 
second calf one of her tits became 
hard, and appeared to be a gristle, and 
did not give any milk out of it. Now 
with the third calf the entire four have 
become effected in the same way. Her 
bag continues to grow larger, and it 
looks as if she would give several gal- 
longs, still she does not give enough to 
support the calf, and is still growing 
less. What shall I do for her? 

Answer—Your cow has had the very 
common ailment Known as garget, or 
mammitis (inflamation of udder)), and 
in the absence of proper treatment the 
case has become aie progressively 
chronic one, and the probability is that 
the udder will never recover the nor- 
mal condition, but pass into the state 
known as permanent induration, from 
which there is no recovery. Rub the 
udder twice daily with strong mercu- 
rial ointment, kneading thoroughly 
(but not roughly). The mercurial oint- 
ment may be mixed with an equal 
amount of soap and half as much ex- 
tract of belladonna. A weak induc- 
tion current of electricity sent through 
the udder is sometimes very helpful. 
Milk the udder clean twice daily. If 
no relief can be secured in the course 
of two or three weeks the case may 
be considered hopeless, and the cow 
should be fattened for beef. 


URINARY TROUBLE. 

N, S. M., Monticello, Fla.—Dear Sir: 
I appeal to you to advise as to how 
tO treat my horse. Since I have had 
him (about one year), he seé@éms to 
have had more or less trouble with 
his kidneys, {ndicated by difficulty in 
arinating, and in no other way. as 
far as I am able to tell. The color 
Or urine being about natural. I have 
occasionally given him sulphate, but 
was ignorant as to the right amount 
for a dose, and how often, ete. Until 
the last few months I haven't con- 
sidered it to be-very serious, but he 
has gotten now so that when working, 
he will stop a half a dozen times, and 
sometimes he can't urinate, and I am 
forced to unhook, as I am afraid to 
urgé him, because he has pain with 
it, as he stamps his feet. He is a 
tough horse, and is otherwise always 
well. 

Anawer.—It is rather difficult to de- 
termine the cause of the retention of 
urine. It may be paralysis or spasms 
of the neck of the bladder, or inflam- 
mation of the same; or it may be due 
to calculus (or stone in the bladder), 
or contraction of the urinary direct 
Or collection of mucus. There is no 
way to determine the cause other than 
by a physica] examination. I suggest 
that you mix together 2 ounces of 
pulverized nux vomica, 4 ounces of 
copperas, and divide into 24 powders, 
one to be given twice daily in the 
food. This is for spasm or paralysis 
of the neck of the bladder. Provide 
yourself with a veterinary catheber 
and draw off the contents of the bjad- 
der once or twice a day, if necessary. 
If this treatment does not relieve, bet- 
ter carry the horse to a_i veterinary 
surgean for examination and advice. 


SWOLLEN HOCK JOINT. 

To B. P. Collier, New Decatur, Ala-— 
It does not clearly appear that your 
horse has spavin, but more probable 
that the swelling is the result of a 
kick or other violent blow, or a strain 
of the hock joint from jumping. I 
think it would be well for you tv 
Call a veterinary surgeon to see and 
treat the case. Meantime, treatment 
should be directed toward keeping 
down inflammation. To this end the 
swollen joint should be kept, as near- 
ly as possible, wet with a solution of 
1-2 ounce of sugar of lead and the 
same of sulphate of zinc, dissolved in 
one quart of water, for about three 
days. This may be accomplished by 
slipping a ae of a r of old pants 
up and arou tha the hock, confining it 
above the hock by a piece of broad 
elastic. Then fill it between the pants 
and the leg with soft cotton, and tle 


around below the hock This. keeps }

Next to this, the right of way must 
be given to signals of distress from 
vessels at sea. When such a distress 
signal is sent out, all other communi- 
cation that would confilct with the 
rescue work must cease. 

But there have been no amendments 
to the laws governing construction of

For two months the senate com- 
merce committee has been conducting 
hearings On a bill to correct this over- 
sight.

Under the proposed new law, which 
the senate committee ig about to de- 
feat by inaction, two men of the 
rank of able seamen must be carried 
for each lifeboat, and they must be 
constantly drilled in their work under 
regulations to be prescribed by the 
buard of supervising inspectors, Also 
65 per cent of the deck crew must,be 
able seamen, that is, 19 years old and 
with three years’ experience at sea. 

The steamship companies claim this 
is a burdensome and unnecessary re- 
striction and would add to the expense 
of their operation. 

Practically few’ American boys are 
now shipping as seamen, and the Ships’ 
crews are made up principally of 
Spaniards, Italians and Orientals, few 
of whom speak our language or, are 
able to understand the orders of the 
officers. 


Problems of Public Schools. 

Congress in its capacity as city coun- 
cil of Washington has been discussing, 
among the other affairs of the District, 
an appropriation of $1,500,000 for a 
new central high school to accommo- 
date 2,500 pupils. 

The debate which waged in the sen- 
ate on Wednesday was very much like 
that which would have occurred in 
any city council of the country. 

Senator Hoke Smith opposed the ap- 
propriation and suggested that several 
smaller buildings be constructed in 
different sections of the city to ac- 
commodate not more than 300 or 400 
pupils each. The first of these could 
be completed in a@ year, whereas the 
big building would require three years 
for its construction. He said: 

“One of the evils to be resisted in all 
public school systems is the elimina- 
tion of the individuality of the child. 
It is difficult, where you gather sv 
many together under a Single roof, to 
preserve the personality of the indi- 
vidual child in the training given to 
the individual child, and as you in- 
crease the number under the single 
roof you increase the difficulty. I be- 
lieve it is far better for the boys and 
girls in the city to have a number of 
schools, none of them with more than 
300 or 400—with 400 as the limit— 
scattered around the city, than to un- 
dertake~to bring 2,500 into the city, 
putting them all in a single school, I 
am therefore opposed to it from an 
educational standpoint.”
